Indiana Institutions Pre 


sent Striking Argument 


for Consolidation. 


SYSTEM IS HELD GrOOD 


Indianapolis, Jan. 20.—That Indiana is 


the most advanced state with regard to 
its consolidated rural schools of any in 
the Union will be shown in a report being 
prepared by Miss Adelaide S. Baylor, 
head of .the manuscript department in 
the office of State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Charles A. Greathouse. 
Mhw Baylor's report is to become a part 
of a larger -work on rural schools, which 
will be issued by the National Education 
association, after discussion of the quea 
tion at the meeting of the organization 
in Chicago in July. 


Miss Baylor is chairman of a sub 
ommittee of the. association appointei 
o investigate the problem of the de 
'elopment of schools, particularly by th 
onsolidation method. Miss Baylor wi] 
assert, after a careful investigation o 
;he Hoosier consolidated schools, th'i 
;he method unquestionably is the nex 
>ositiv« step in the rural school problem 


Th« Indiana educational authority wi 


quote statistics from a survey which ha 
been made in Randolph county, wher 
practically every township has a consol 
dated school, to show that the expense of 
the consolidated school is less, while the 
facilities are more highly organized. Her 
report,, in part, follows: 


Consolidation Recent Move. 


"Although the matter of consolidating 


Yural schools in the United States has 
heen one of consideration since 
1869, 


when, in Massachusetts, a statute was 
enacted for the transportation for school 
purposes of all children at public cost, 
yet the rapid strides have occurred in 
the space of a very few years, and to 
such an extent that in almost every state 
in the union some steps have been taken 
toward consolidation, nnd in many states 
the. one-room district school will soon >e 
11. tiling of the past. 


"Up to September 1, 1007, in the entire 


slate of Indiana only 1,201 schools him 
been abandoned, while between Seplem 
her 1, 1907, and September 1, 1908, :!50 
schools were abandoned, a number equal 
to more than 25 per cent, of all aban- 
doned in the state before that time. 
Prior to September, 1800, out of 1,017 
townships consolidation had 
been 
at- 


tempted in less than half, while complete 
consolidation now prevails in a large 
number. A little more than three years 
ago, in the state of Washington, no effort 
had been made to push consolidation, 
and now there are 120 consolidated dis- 
tricts scattered 
throughout thirty-one 


counties and more than 20.000 childrai 
attended school in consolidated districts 
last year. A very complete and most ex- 
cellent report, on consolidation prepared 
by the supervisor of rural schools in 
North Carolina has just heen issued from 
the department of public instruction in 
that state. 


"The advantages promised by consoli- 


dation are numerous, and. where 
the 


transition has been carefully made, they 
are all in evidence—i. e., larger school 
plants; sanitary buildings with modern 
conveniences; laboratory facilities; in- 
dustrial education, including practical ag- 
riculture by means of farms in connec- 
tion with the centralized plant; better 
prepared teachers, with better salaries; 
longer school terms; close supervision; a 
new community spirit aroused by the 
new conditions and the utilization of the 
plant as a social center where parents 
and teachers come together to discuss 
matters of common interest. 


"Through consolidation the high school 


is brought to the rural community in the 
same completeness that characterizes it 
in the, oit.y. The country boy and girl are 
not compelled to adapt themselves—many 
times to their detriment—to city life in 
order to obtain a. secondary education. 


"The peaceful establishment and prog- 


ress of the consolidated school have been 
aided greatly by railroads—both steam 
and electric-motor cars, and other im 
proved methods of transportation. 


"No step in eduction has been mort 


vital than this one 
of 
consolidating 


schools, since it must mean, in a shov 
time, the entire abolition of what ha 
been and still is the idol of many heart 
—the little red schoolhouse. It is/ seri- 
ous matter to displace a time-honored 
institution and its successor must look 
well to satisfy the cause for its existence 
if it would continue. 


"Our thoughts and energies must cen- 


ter, then, not upon the annihilation of 
:he old, hut upon thn building of the new. 
The consolidoed school is not an experi- 
ment, but a necessary step in the evolu- 
tion of school machinery, and that it 
may fulfill its purpose in 
the social 


scheme it must he established with care 
and consideration. 


"I do not take it that the work of this 


committee will be so much that of at- 
tempting to prove by statistical matter 
or otherwise that consolidation is neces- 
sary as to ascertain why it has not al- 
ways been a pronounced success, whal 
conditions have led to its ever being con- 
trasted unfavorably with the little one 
room F.chool. and how these objections 
have heen overcome. Perhaps no facto' 
enters more largely into successful con 
solid.ition than that one of transporta 
tion. 


"Tn establishing consolidated school 


the authorities must consider rare.ftill

It will need to discover whether the typi- 
cal consolidated school has been most 
satisfactorily organized by a. gradual evo- 
lution from the one-room pc.hncfl through 
the union school, the consolidated rura' 
school and other intermediate types, o; 
by a more direct plan of passing from the 
the one-room school to the complete con- 
solidated school, and. furthermore, to de 


•rmine the conditions, under which it is 
•st not to consolidate at all. For in this 
ork w<> are taking a step forward tha 
vill never he retraced and the question, 
t. seems to me. for this committee to 
emphasize, is how we shall creato and 
lerfect these consolidated schools tha.t 
vp may build surely for the future." 


One of the interesting point? in favor 


of consolidation, as shown by the survey 
n Randolph county, sets out that a great 
increase in the number of eighth grade 
students entering high school is evident 
after consolidated 
schools have 
held 


sway in a community for a reasonable 
length of time, fn some instances in that 
county the quota of eighth grade stu- 
dents entering high school before the con- 
solidation of the rural institutions was 
as low as 21 per cent, in some of the 
township?. After the consolidated schools 
began to be established the wine town- 
ship? showed no to 92 per cent, entering 
the high schools.

Syracuse. X. Y., June 21.—Women in 


overalls, and with their hair done up 
under caps so tightly that one has to 
look twice to determine their sex, work in | 
the machine shops of Syracuse running 
drill presses, lathes ami doing other light 
work. They get less for their labor than 
men and -work the same hours—from 7 
iVlock in the morning until 6 o'clock in 
the evening. 


The state factory investigating com- 


mittee was greatly interested when told 
at its session here about these women 
and on its next visit will inspect the 
shops and see the women at work. They 
want to know particularly concerning 
sanitary conditions, which have been re- 
ported "an had. both in the shops and in 
the automobile ajid typewriter works. 


The commission will find the machine 


shops in better shape than the garment 
factories and that, the women are con 
entod with their lot. They do not mind 
wearing overalls and are as much in 
crested in lat.lie work and running dril 
iresses as they would be in sewing. Thoj 
are not rcqui'red to lift weights or UB 
their muscles to any extent. They tak 
pride in the fact that they are. style 
mechanics and want nothing more than 
clean place in which to labor. 


Most Unsanitary Shop There. 


That the Syracuse factories as a ru 


are unsanitary is proved by the fact tha 
70 per cent of the 50 registered consum] 
tives in the city work in them. Dr. Ge 
M. Trice, director of investigation fo 
the commission, says he has inspectec 
factories for twenty-six years and tha 
the worst he has ever found is loeatei 
here. Tt is not only filthy, hut it is 
fire trap.
